Unless that body, at Its meeting to bb
held tomorrow, decides to enter a com- -
pinim against ngnis ,ine next ngni can
go on Just the same as the last one,
and there will be no trouble.

The prflze lights of tho
past few years have all been watched
by local federal officials, with the nntl- -
prize tight law. in view, nnd as a mat--
ter of fact they have exercised somo
supervision over tho contests. The
withdrawal of at least one pugilist
from the game here is known to havo
been duo to a suggestion from District
Attorney Breckons that ho was not a
m man to no put up. as no was ono
who Introduced an element of brutality
that might bring the sport within tho
spirit of the federal statute.

Breckons sticks to his attitude of
taking no action against tho lighters,
unless forced to by n complaint lodged
by some such Influential association
as tho Ministerial Association. A moro
individual complaint, such as one by
Dickey, lt Is said, would not lead to
any prosecution. Dickey is said to
have been inquiring as to tho chanco
of his being able to get a warrant on
his own account, by application to
United States Commissioner Davis,

apd the matter has been generally dls- -

cussed in thc department.
According to the custom of procedure

no cffectlvo warrant could Issue with- -
out the approval of the district attor- -
ney, even If ,the commissioner wanted
to Issue one. Hence, it ls all yp to
the Ministerial Association to decide
what shall happen.

"As far as I can see," said Breckons
"ninety per cent of the community is In
favor of allowing these boxing match- -
es. They are not such a violation of
law as the statute was mtenueu ior, in
my ODinion. antl ag i0c as they are
clean and without the elements of
brutality and fraud which caused the
passage of the law, I don't believe In
Interfering with them. He have
known of this law all along and have
had It in mind, and no pugilistic con
tests havo taken place without being
duly watched."
